The Assassinated Guiteau. 

Henri Rochefort, with: characteristic bravery and cle - 
sightedness, lost no ‘time in. condemning the assassination o: 
Guiteau in the foliowing editorial tranelated from “ L’ Intran- 
sigeant.”
